1 . The amendment filed 2/1 8/04 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-13 and 15-35 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to disclose a method of generating X-ray or EUV radiation, wherein the step of 
controlling the temperature comprises effecting ohmic heating of the outlet, as claimed. 
Prior art fails to disclose a method of generating X-ray or EUV radiation, wherein the 
step of controlling the temperature comprises directing radiation energy onto the outlet, 
as claimed. Prior art fails to disclose an apparatus for generating X-ray or EUV 
radiation, wherein the temperature controller comprises a resistive element arranged in 
association with the outlet, and a power supply connected to the resistive element to 
heat the outlet by ohmic heating, as claimed. Prior art fails to disclose an apparatus for 
generating X-ray or EUV radiation, wherein the temperature controller comprises a 
radiation heater directing radiation energy onto the outlet, as claimed.
